Interior} Peres, Finance} Zuleta Angel, Education} and Davila Telle, Ceswuni- 
eatlons— loop their portfolios* The other two Conservatives in the cabinet 
are Alejandro Cabal Foabo, for Justice, and Inis Ignacio Andrade, who is 
manager of EL SIGLO, for Public Works* 

Among the six Liberal Ministers, four belong to Jorge Slieeer Gaitan , s faction 
and two are followers of Santos* .The two latter are Luis Lopes de Mesa, who 
returns to the portfolio of Foreign Affairs, sad Pablo Losano Lozano, who was 
Colesbian Ambassador to Caracas, as Aar Minister* 

The four Gaitanista Ministers are the lawyer Jaramillo Arbelaes, Labor} the 
noted debtor Pedro Eliseo Crus, Health* foraer Minister and diplomat Moises 
Prieto, Eeeaenyi and Franoisoo de F* Targae, Liberal party boss of Bolivar 
Department, Wines and Petroleum.
